Warrants on all funds except the general fund have been 
redeemed by the Treasurer and the following is a statement of the 
General Fund: 


Warrants outstanding December 31, 1898.......... $255,112 73 
Warrants issued during 1899 and 1900............. 145,359 29

Warrants redeemed during 1899 and 1900........... 275,761 35 
Total warrants now outstanding............... $124,710 67 


Which amount represents the floating indebtedness of the 
Territory on the 30th day of June, 1900. 


All General Fund warrants issued prior to January 1, 1898, 
have been called for redemption by the Territorial Treasurer; war- 
rants numbered from 1 to 210 inclusive, issue of 1898, amounting 
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to $22,145.48 were called April 20, 1899. Warrants numbered 
from 211 to 1196 inclusive, issue of 1898, amounting to $78,710.25, 
and warrants numbered from 1 to 141, issue of 1899, amounting 
to $18, 996.24, were called January 30, 1900. Of these warrants 
there are now outstanding as follows: Issue prior to January 1, 
1897, $2,718.01: issue of 1897, $620.50; issue of 1898, $2,206.71; 
issue of 1899, $102.40; making a total of $5,647.62, interest on 
which ceased at the time of the call. 


Since the Ist of January, 1899, the Treasurer has paid out 
for redemption of General Fund warrants the sum of three 
hundred and twenty-six thousand six hundred and sixty-seven 
dollars and thirty-two cents ($326,667.32), of this amount fifty 
thousand nine hundred and five dollars and  ninety-seven cents 
($50.905.97) was for interest. Of the total amount paid for re- 
demption of general fund warrants, one hundred and nine thou- 
sand one hundred and forty-one dollars and seventy cents 
($109.141.70) came from the proceeds of the sale of Territorial 
five per cent funding bonds, sold during December, 1898, and 
January, 1899, the balance, two hundred and seventeen thousand 
five hundred and twenty-five dollars and sixty-two cents ($217,- 
525.62) was taken from the General Fund 


Of the one hundred and twenty-four thousand, seven hun- 
dred and ten dollars and sixty-seven cents ($124,710.67) of Gen- 
eral Fund warrants now outstanding, five thousand six hundred 
and forty-seven dollars and sixty-two cents ($5,647.62) draws no 
interest. The balance. amounting to one hundred and nineteen 
thousand sixty-three dollars and five cents ($119,063.05) is draw- 
ing seven per cent interest, the law reducing the rate of interest 
from ten per cent to seven per cent went into effect on the 9th day 
of February, 1899. 


Since the first of January, 1899, the following Territorial 
bonds have been redeemed bv the Treasurer: Insane Asylum 
seven per cent bonds, thirty thousand ($30,000) dollars; Univers- 
ity seven per cent bonds, seven thousand ($7,000) dollars; Gila 
Bridge eight per cent bonds, fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars; 
Wagon Road and Bridge eight per cent bonds, twelve thousand 
($12,000 dollars: and Territorial Funding six per cent bonds, ten 
thousand ($10,000) dollars, making total bonds redeemed seventy- 
four thousand ($74,000) dollars. 
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On December 31st, 1898, the bonded debt on account of the 
Territory was one million. forty-five thousand, nine hundred and 
seventy-two dollars and forty-three cents ($1.045,972.43), this was 
increased thirty-one thousand ($31,000) dollars during January, 
1899, the Loan Commission having sold that amount of five per 
cent funding bonds for the purpose of retiring Territorial indebt- 
edness bearing a higher rate of interest. As shown above, seventy- 
four thousand ($74,000) dollars of this indebtedness has been paid 
leaving the bonded debt on account of the Territory on the 30th 
day of June, 1900, one million two thousand nine hundred sev- 
enty-two dollars and forty-three cents ($1,002.972.43), a decrease 
of forty-three thousand dollars ($43,000). 


On December 31st, 1898, as shown by my report of that date, 
the net Territorial indebtedness was one million, one hundred and 
thirty-nine thousand. one hundred and thirty-five dollars and six- 
teen cents ($1,139,135 16): it is now, as shown on page ... of this 
report, one million seventy thousand eight hundred and fifty dol- 
lars and seven cents ($1,070.850.07), a decrease of sixty-eight 
thousand, two hundred and eighty-five dollars and nine cents 
($68.285.09). 


A tabulated statement of the bonded and floating indebted- 
nese of the Territory, and of the County and City funded indebt- 
edness, will be found on page ... of this report. 


Án examination of the Territorial Treasurer's books shows 
the total amount received from tax levy on account of the Gen- 
eral Fund from January 1st. i899, to June 30th, 1900, to be two 
hundred and seventy thousand six hundred and ninety-one dol- 
Jars and three cents ($220,691 03); this was disbursed as follows: 
General Fund warrants redeemed, one hundred and  ninety-one 
thousand fifty-one dollars and twelve cents ($191,051.12); accu- 
mulated interest on same, twenty-six thousand four hundred and 
seventy-four dollars and fifty cents ($26,474.50); interest paid on 
Gila Bridge bonds, twelve hundred dollars ($1,200); expense of 
Treasurer's office, one thousand and twenty-one dollars and nine 
cents ($1,021.09): balance, nine hundred and forty-four dollars and 
thirty-two cents ($944.32). 


In my Biennial report of January 1, 1899, I suggested that if 
certain changes were made in the laws governing the Territorial 
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Prison, the Territory would be on a cash basis within two years 
of that time. I now respectfully repeat that suggestion. 


The General Fund warrants now outstanding amount to one 
hundred and twenty-four thousand seven hundred and ten dollars 
and sixty-seven cents ($124,710.67), seventy-one thousand four 
hundred and fifteen dollars and sixty-eight cents ($71,415.68) of 
which were issued on account of the Territorial Prison, and nine 
thousand three hundred and forty-three dollars and seventy-seven 


cents ($9,343.77) on account of a deficiency in the Insane Asylum 
Fund. 7 


I would respectfully suggest that you again recommend to the 
Legislature some changes in the laws governing the Territorial 
Prison. As the law now stands, all accounts, salaries, etc., are 
paid quarterly. In my opinion, the Prison accounts should be 


adjusted monthly, as are the accounts and salaries of all other 
Territorial institutions. 


The expenses of the Territorial Prison are now paid by war- 
rants on the General Fund, drawing seven per cent interest. 


A law should be passed making an annual levy of a tax suffi- 
cient to cover all cost of its maintenance; this I consider very im- 
portant, and is absolutely necessary to enable the Territory to con- 
duct this part of its business on a cash basis, and discontinue the 
issuance of interest bearing warrants.

There are now sixteen incorporated and private Sie wé )

under mr supervision. I have made a full examination. of sich 
As required by law and find them all in a very prospérous con- 
dition. , 


On the first of January, 1899, there were seven: Territorial 
banking institutions and five building and loan associations i in ithe 
Territory,

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Since that time, nine ther banks have been organized, 
making the total sixteen. 


During the year 1900, the Yuma Building and Loan Associe- 
tion closed out its affairs in a manner satisfactory to all its share- 
holders, all of whom were paid the full amount of their investment 
to which was added the earnings of the association. 


The following is a condensed statement of the condition of 
the eight banking institutions for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1899, and of the five building and loan associations for the same 
period: also a detailed statement of the condition of the sixteen 
Territorial banks and the four building and loan associatións for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1900, with a comparative statement 
showing the net gain in business over 1899, 


These comparative statements are very interesting, showing . 
as they do the growth of these institutions since 1897, and espe- 
cially the large increase made during 1900 over 1899. 


1 have also added a detailed statement showing the condition 
of tlie five National Banks on June 29, 1900; thus making a com- 
plete report of all the banking institutions of the Territory.
